ſon, is ſo ſore troubled, and withal ſo hot and 
ſo feruent, that cucry night he waſheth his bed, 
and watereth, nay eucn melteth his couch with 
teares. For this Hebrewe word ?, is diuerſcly 
tranſlated alſoas well as the other. The bcſi lear- 
ned interpretors Þ tranſlate it Liquefacio, I melt, 
And then the meaning is, I water my couch ſo 
thoroughly that I make itmelt with my teares. 
Welce yce and ſnow ſwim a while in the water, 
{but anon after they melt away : right ſo the 
holy kings heart in the mid(t of his breſt is cuen 
as melting waxe®, yea his yery couch beeing 
renſed.and ſteeped in teares, melterh afvay 
as ſnowe before the ſunne. Neither yet doth he 
thinke himſelfe cleane enough for all this, but 
fill bewayling his offence, he ayes with bleſſed 
Iob,* Though I waſh my ſclfe with ſnow-warter, 
and purge. my hands mott cleane, yer ſhalt thou 
plunge me in the pit, and mine owne cloaths 
ſhall make me filthie. 

Hence ie may learne two ſpeciall points for 
our inftrution.Oae is, that our repentance muſt 
be continuall.

For for one performance Laborani, that is paſt, 
here are two purpoſes, Lawuabo and Rigabo, that | 
are to come.

For the good 
which I would doe, that doe I not : bur the euill 
which I would not doe, that dee I.Now it I doe 
that I would not, it is no more Ithat doc it, bur 
finne that dwelleth in mee. Where the Apoſtle 
plainly diſtinguſheth betwene rheſe two, to 
will good, and to performe good. And the one 
he ſaith is preſent with him,but the other he can

And ſo pleaſed God,as well then in chaſttingle- 
life, as in chaſt matrimonie afterwardes. What 
ſhould I fay of Democritus , who was blinded 
before he was blind ? Tertullian writcth thus of 
him,** Democritus putting out his owne eyes, 
doth by that yery remedie which he vſeth a- 
gainſt incontinencie, profeſie the greateſt in- 
continencie of, all, ” Bus a Chriſtian necde not 
put out his eyes fortcare of ſeeing a woman :

O cleanſe thou me from 
my ſecret ſinnes.This ſame holy prophet, euen 
when he was in the ſtate of grace, defiled him- 
ſelfe with an other mans wife, Yet heſlept not 
oucrlong in this finne,but being awaked by the 
propher Nathan, and more thoroughly by this 
ficknes which was gods meſſenger vnto him,he 
renewed his repentance, and watered his couche 
with hy teares.So muſt we.For it is nothing but a 
ſlander which the church of Rome cafteth ypon 
ys, that forſooth we ſhould teach,a man whoſe 
perſon is iuſtified by faith in Chriſt committing 
ſome foule aR, is neucr a whit the worſe for it.

Wonderfull are the words 
of the Apoſtle ; God hath commuted the word 
of reconciliation ynto ys , therefore we are 
Chriſts embaſſadours', and God entreating you 
as it were by vs, wee beſcech you in the name of 


Chriſt, that you would be reconciled to God#, 
What, may ſome man ſay, were not the Corin- 
thians reconciled alreadie? whereforte then is 
the Apoltle ſo earneſt about nothing? I but they 
doe not vnderſtand the Apoſtle which make 
this obieRtion. He knew well enough they were- 
reconciled before; But he knew as well, the beſt 
of ys all can not ſtand in Gods fauour one mii- 
nute of an hower without a good mediatour.For 
fince our firſt reconciliation to God, we haue ſo

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plie him with humble ſupplications , and daily

lim for ſuccour, If you be wiſe be reconciled to 
God as ſoone as you can, God entreateth you: 
(O mercifull Lord, doſt thou ſue & ſecke to ys? 
and is there any thing in the world that we can 
pleaſure thee in? can our goodnes reach vnto 
thee ©? and doſt thou entreat ys? yea ſaics he) 
God entreateth you, and wee his Ambaſladours 
in the name of Icſus Chriſt beſeech you, that 
you would be reconciled to God. Be reconciled 


to God, and though you baue offended him ne- 
ver ſo much , he will be reconciled to you, Aſ- 
ſure your ſelues , you may lay your lite of it, he 
will preſentiy turne vnto you, if you intrue re- 
pentance will turne voto him , and water your 
couch with your teares. For ſothis our Prophet 
did no ſooner confeſle his fault, but Nathan 
proclaimed his pardon”.Whereupon he himſelfe 
alfo hath theſe words", I ſaid I will confeſſe my 
wickednes vnto the Lord , and thou forgaueſt 
the iniquitie of my finne. As the Lyoneſle ha- 
ving binfalſe to the Lyon, by going to a Li- 
bard;/and the Srorke conſorting with any other 
beſides her owne mate, waſh themſclues before 


PY dare returne home: in like manner the pro- 
pher 
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phet here,before he can be reconciled to God, 
after this great breach by adulterie and nur- 
therf, is faine to waſh his bed , and to water his 
couch with his zeares. But here a queſtion way 
ariſe ; If the faithfull be ſubicR, neither to #ter- 
nall condemnation when they doe {inne,nor yet 
to finall impenitencie when they hare ſinned,

what neede they at all, either auoide finne for 


which they ſhall not be condemned, cr els ha- 
ſten their repentance , of which they ſhall not 
be depriued? This queſtion confiſteth of two 
parts. The one touching condemnation : the o- 
ther zouching impenitencie. To the former part 
I ſay as before, Though there be finne 1nthem, 
yet there is no condemnation to them , which 
arein Chriſt Teſuss, But how ? This is no thanks 
to them that finne, thereby making themſelues 
guiltic of finne, and as much as in them lieth 
ſubieRaiſo to condemnation for the ſame : but | 
onely to God, who wrappeth vp all the ſinnes 
of his children in the bowels of his deare ſonne, 
that they appeare not in his ſight to condemne 


them, either in this worldor in the world to 
come. As Shem went backward and couered 
his fathers nakednesÞ: ſo God cafteth our ſfinnes | 
behind his backe , and doth not impute them to 
vs. Howbeit though, condemnation needenor 
be feared, yet there are reaſons enough beſides 
to perſwade all thoſe to hate finne , that loue 
God, Oneis , becauſe God doth vſually with= 
draw the outward fignes of his fauour from 
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them which forget their dutie towards him. The 
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whole booke of lob is proofe ſufficient. Ef] peci- 


j ally ra one place i he faith; I haue ſinned, what 


ſhall I doe ynto thee, O thou preſeruer of men, 


why haſt thou ſer me as a marke againſt thee , ſo 


| Why ſtandeſt thou ſo farre off, O Lord, and hi- 
| deſt thy ſelfe in the needefull time of trouble ? 
|For as Ioſeph made himſelfeſirange to his bre- 


thren, and ſpake ynto them roughly!, though he| * 


loued them well enough : euen to the Lord, 
though he take not his imercie from his childre, 
yet he chaſtiſeth their iniquities with roddes,and 


their finnes with ſcourges®. Another is, becauſe 
the faithfull finning looſe the inward feeling of 
Gods fauour. As Iob teſtifieth in theſe words; 


[Thou writeft bitter things againft me, and thou 


wilt conſume me with the fannes of my youth®, 
AndDauid, O gue me the comfort of thy helpe 
againe, and eſtabliſh me with thy free ſpirits. 
He wanted not Gods helpe, nor his ſpirit, bug 
yer he was ſo difcouraged and caſt downe in his 
owne conſcience, thathe felt not the comforta- 
ble taft of Gods helpe, nor the blefſed freedome 


j of his ſpirit. And cuen fo generally, the godly 


finning , though they quench.not the ſpirit alto- 
gether, yet by grecuing ir they feele ſuch a de- 
{olation in their ſoules, as if they were quite caſt 
out of fauour with God. To the latter part of 
this queſtion I anſwer, that the ſinnes of the 
godly are therefore with repentance , becauſe 
the graces of God axe without repentanced.And 
as it is ynpoſſible that they which finne in de- 
ſpight 
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'thatI ama burden to my ſelfe ? And Dauidk, ! 
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{ therly and fauorable countenance from ys,or for 


ſpight of the ſpirit,ſhould be renewed by repen= | 
tance*:ſo it is ynpoſſible that they ſhould not be 
renewed by repentance which finne of infirmi- 


| rie, as all the faithfull doe, For though the fleſh | 


haue the ypper hand one while enforcing them 

ro fine, yet the ſpirit will get the maſteric an o- | 
therwhile , making them heartily ſorie for their | 
fin. Neuertheles greatreaſon is itthey ſhould not | 
abule the patience of God mouing them to re- | 
pentance {, but rather that they ſhould inttantly 

{trr vp this gift of God in them *, to which they |; 
are {ure at length the courſe & motion of Gods | 
ſpirit will bring them. For firſt, what a horrible * 
thing is it, cither for God to withdrawe his fa- |

vs to haue a hell as it were in our owne conſci- 
ences,both which asI haue already ſhewed, doe 

neceſſarily followe finne ? Beſides, ſceing all the 
good wee get by finne is repentanceand greife, 
farre better it isto begin betimes torepent,and 
ſo forthwith to enioy the comfortable feeling 
of Gods mercifull pardon, then by deferring 
our repentance, ſtill to be tormented with the 
horrour of our guilty conſcience. Moreouer, the | 
end is not a barre againſt the meanes, but rather 
a great furtherer & ſetter of thE on forward. We 
being therefore ſure we ſhall repent ar the laſt, 
ought neuer a whit the lefle ro yſe the meanes as 
ſoone as we can, by ceafing todocill , and lear- 
ning to-doe well », Even as S, Paul, though he 
knew certainly he ſhould not periſh in that ſhip- 
wracke, yet he yſcd the beſt meanes he could to 
; E 3 faue 
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ſave his life*. Laſtly thisis one maine difference 
berweene the wicked and the godly, that they 


y, and being palt feeling *, goe on ſtill in finning 
without any ſence of ſfinne * : but theſe, having 
their ſences excrciſed to diſcerne betweene 
good and euill Þ, neuer reſt if they be hurt with 
the ſting of finne, till they be eftſoones ſalued & 
healed by Guds mercie . For as the Swallowe 
perceiuing himſelfe almoſt blind, preſently ſce- 
keth out the herbe Chelzdomia © : and the Hart 
feeling himſelfe ſhot with an arrowe ſticking in 
him, Scchwich runneth to the hearb DiAtamnus 
d:rightſo doe the godly. Take Ezechias for 
an example of a Swallowe.. All that is in mine 
houſe hauc they ſcene, there is nothing among 
my treaſures that I haue not ſhewed them <. 
There he is blind. For the more treaſures the 
King of Babels ambaſſadours ſawe, the more 
was Ezechias blinded with ambitis in ſhewin 
them. Like a crane or a Swallowe, ſo did I chat- 
ter, I did mourne as a doue.I ſhall walke weak'y 
all my yeares in the bitternesof my ſoulef.Heres 
the Chelidonia. For this bitternes- of his ſoule, 
doth cure the blindnes of his foule. Take Iob for 
an examp!e of a Hart. The arrowes of the al- 
mighty are in me, the venome' whereof doth 
drinke vp my ſpirit,and the terrors of God fight 
againſt me 8, There ne is ſhot; For if he had not 
bin ftrooken before with the: arroxwes of. his 
owne wickednes, hee ſhould neuer haue bin 
Grooken thus. with the' arrowes of Gods cor- 


recion 


hauing their conſciences ſeared with a hot yron | 
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feare of loofing their faith, or of dying in impe- 


re&tion. Iabhorre my ſelfe and repent in duſt & 
.hes>.Heres the DiRamnus.For this abhorring 
of himſelfe is a recoucring of himſelfe : and the 
ſooner he repents in duſt and aſhes,the ſooner is 
he freed from all his finnes, and from all the 
puniſh:nents due to the ſame. But now ſome 
man may further obie&t and ſay, He is not yer 
fully ſatisfied for this latter part , becauſe talke 
as long as wee will, all theſe inconueniences 
which come, as hath bin declared, by pcrſcue- 
ring in finne, are either no bridle at all, or els 
not ſo ſtrong a bridle to rcftraine men from 
ſinne, as if they be perſwaded, they may by ſin- 
ning quite and cleane looſe all juſtifying grace, 
and ſo may be final;yimpenitent when they dye. 
But he which will put forth this doubt mult re- 
member, that the children of God are led by 
the ſpirit of God i, And the ſpirit though notin 
the ſame degree,yet in the ſame ſort worketh in 
all thoſe that haue bin, are, or ſhall be ſanified 
k. Who as they ſerue God not for any ſcruile 


nitency, orſuch like, but onely for pure loue of 
his maieſtie: ſothey can neither will nor chooſe, 
bur being bitter: with finne they muſt needs in 

their ſouics and conſciences feele the ſmart of 
it. Therefore $. Paul faith, The flcſh luſteth a- 
gamſt the ſpirit, and the ſpirit againſt the fleſh,

8 as perfectly as the good angels doe,they can 
not, becauſe ſtill in them the fleſh luſteth againſt 
the ſpirit : and ſo againe, if they would finne 
with full conſent, or with an obſtinate pur- 
poſe to continew in finne, as the euill angels 
doe, they cannot doe this neither, becauſe 
{Ul in them the ſpiric luſteth againſt the fleſh. 
Which ſpirit though it may for a time bee 
ſhut vp as it were, yet it wil! find meanes 
well enough at length to ſheye it ſelfe. Thus E- 
lihu ſaith; The ſpirit within me compelleth me, 
Behold my belly is as wine which hath no vent 
and like the newe bottles that burlt. Therefore 
will I ſpeake,that I may take breath *, As Elihy 
then kept filence ſome while eucn from good 
wordes,though it were paine and greife to him; 
bur at the laſt the fire kindling and his heart be- 
ing hot within him, ſpake with his tongue ": ſo 
the ſpirit of god in all the ele&tof god,is like 
wine put into a bottle, which will haue a.yent to 
ſpurge eur, or els it will burſt the bottle; or like 
fire rakt yp in embers,which will haue a paſſage 
to burne our, or els it will conſume the whole 
houſes. And therfore SaintIohn likewiſe ſaith; 
Whoſoeuer is borne of God doth not finne: 
for his ſeede remaineth in him, neither can 
he finne, becauſe hee is borne of God, Marke 
yee this well , The : Apoſtle thinketh it nor 
enough to-ſay , He doth;not finne : but ad- 
deth morcouer, He cannot fihne. Whats that? 
To wit, preſumptuouſly- without feare, hee 


doth not finn: and deſperazely without remorſ b | 
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can not doe the ſame thi 


ngs that ye 


he can not fin. He can noe finne,l ſay, preſumtu- 
ouſly, as Pharaoh did : deſperately,as Caine did: 
malitiouſly, as Iudas did:blaſphemouſly, as Ju- 
lian d1d:He cannot, he cannot finne thus. Wh 

ſo? Becauſe the ſeede of God remaineth ill in 
him. And whats this ſecede of God? Ir isthe ſpi- 
rit of God,of which S$. Paul ſaid euen now ; The 
ſpirit luſterh againſt the fleſh, and theſe are con- 
trarie one to the other,ſo that ye cannor doe the 
ſame things that ye would. Ye doe nor finne,nay 
ye can not Gnne as the fleſh would haueyon; ye 


would : bur 


ye doe, nay ye can not chooſe but doe many 
times as the ſeedeof God remaining in you, and 
as the ſpirit of God luſting in you , would haue 
you. Sothatthisis a legall kind of preaching to 
ſay;Take heede you finne not:ye may happen ſo 
to looſe your faith: ts looſe all the juſtifying 
grace which God hath giuen you: to be for euer 
excluded our of the kingdome of heauen. This 
is to be ſaid to vaſſals, to drudges, to {laues; nor 
to ſonnes. To ſonnes this may be better ſaide; 
Take heede ye finne not : God hath adopted obis we firis, 
you and giuen you the earneſt of his ſpirit4. 1*C2r-5.5. 
Therefore grieue not this ſweete Spirit whereby 
yeare ſcaled yp tothe day of redemption”. If ', gyp,,.20. 
ye be louing children indeed, though there 
were no hell co feare, no heauento hope for,no 
torments to dread, no rewards to expeR, yet ye 
| will obey your good father, and be the ſorrow- 
fulleſt creatures in the world if you have bur 
| once difpleaſed him, _ for the meere loue 


ye 
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oue he hath ſhewed towardes youſ, For if he 
gaue his onely begotten ſonne to die for you 
when ye were his enemies*, now you are ſonres 
and ſuch deere fonnes in his” deareſt Sonnes, | 


” beare towards him , and for the vnſpeakable | 


what dutie will you denie him ? what loyaltie 
will you grudge him? what heartie thanktulnes, 
and good will is there which you will nor af- 
foar him ? what fairchfull honour and ſeruice1s 
there which you will not yeeld hin.? In one 
word , (yc holy ones of God, I ſpeake now to 


you all, beloued) he which ſtandes much vpon. 
this obieRtion, hath no faith, no repentance, no 


iaftifying grace at all in him, For the faithfull 
will never make that libertie which Chriſt hath 
'putchaſed for them with his pretious blood, a 
\cloake to couer their wickednes*, but rather a 
ſpurreto incite themto godlinesy. Neither will 
they at any time reaſon thus; = We will finne, 
becauſe we are not ynder the law , but vnder 
ce: 'nor yet thus; *Wee will continew in 
| "my that grace may abound: but alwaies thus; 
b By that we are dead to finne , wee gather that 
wee are aliue to God : or els thus; © The grace: 
of God hath appeared, teaching vs to denie vn- 


jr_ and worldly lufts. Thus you fce then 


ow in the regenerate man, eucry new act of 


finne muſt be bewailed by a new aGt of repen- 
tance. For God will not forgiue me except I re- 
penr,no more then I am bound to tell my bro- 


ther 1 forgiue him, except he tell me He repents. 


Naaman muſt waſh himſclfe ſcauen times A nk 
ore 
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'two waits, According to a mans appretiation, 
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fore he can be cleane: the Angel of Epheſus 
muſt riſe from his fall, and doe the firſt workes, 
or els his candleſticke ſhall be remooued : the 
Church of Corinth though it be neuer ſo holy, 
yet by finne violating Gods loue muſt often- 
times be reconciled anew : euen king Dauid in 
this place, though he were a man according to 
Gods owne heart, yet, before Nathan would 
abſoiuve him, he was faine to cric peccavs : and 
before God would forgive him, he v;zs faineto 
confeſle his wickednes , and towater hi couche 
n#th bis teares. 

-. Theſecond note is, Thar a great at of fanne, 
muſt be bewailed with a greataRt of repetance. 
I meanenor, that any paine or griefe of ours,can 
make ſatisfaRion for the leaſt of our finnes, or 
that our contrition can be any cauſe 'of remifſh- 
on, but onely that where finne hath abounded, 


ſhew here that great griefe may be conſidered 


and according to his intenſione, As the Patriark 
Iacob in his intcnſion did lament his ſonne To- 
ſep,hwhome he thought to be dead, more piti 
fully, thea he did any finne that we read of *; 
bur in the appretiatiou or eſhmarion which he 
had of the hainouſhes of ſin, certenly he would 
rather haue loſt tenne ſonnes; then once haue 
find againſt God, Therefore, howſocuerin in- 


tenſion ſorrow for finne be none of the greateſt, 


there ſorrow ſhould abound alſo, that grace| 
| may ſuperabound at the laſt4. The Schoolcmen 
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walked: and charge was giuen, that this ſhould

cefliue. But we neede not borrow ſuch yncoth 
words of the Schoolemen to expreſſe our mea- 
ning, if we can tell how to yſe thoſe wordes

[Propher Dauid is borh waies in the higheſt de- 
gree ſorrowfull. Firſt, by how much the more 
dearely he eſteemed Geds loue and friend- 
ſhippe, then the health of his bodie, by ſo much 
the more is he greed, that that is vielated,then 
that this is indagered. And yet againe, how inten- 
fvely and bitterly he bewaileth not ſo much the 
ficknes of his body,asthe cauſe thereof the fiane 
of his ſoule,appearcth in that he trifleth not, bur 
waſheth his bed; and watereth his couch with 
his teares. Wee read of three that Chriſt raiſed 
from death. Iairus daughter: the widowes ſonne: 
and Lazarus 8. For raifing vp of Tairus daughter 

", many weeping and wailing greatly for her;he 

cameto the houſe, and wentin where ſhe lay : 
and ſuffered but a yery fewe to goe in with him: 

and tooke her by the hand : and ſaid ynto her 

Maiden ariſe : and iraightway ſhe aroſe and 
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rouched the-cofin; and faid, Young man ariſe : 
and he char was dead fſatyp : and began to 
Rincar ſpeake : and he delivered him to hismother: & 

. | e rumor hereof went foorth thorugh 


not be to rold abroade. 'For rayſing vp the wi- 
dowes ſonne®, much people of the citie wee- 
ping with his mother bo im , who was now 

out of the gate to be buried; he went and

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Judea. For rayfing-vp Lazarus ”, when he ſawe 
Mary weepe, and the ewes alſo weepe which 
came with her; he groned inthe ſpirit : he was 
troubled in himſelfe : he, vnderſtanding he had 
bin dead and buried foure daies, wept for him: 
he groned againe : he came to the graue : hee 


| cauſed the graue ſtone to be taken away : he lif- 


ted yp his eyesto his father: he praied yery fer- 


come foorth - then hee that was dead came 
foorth : bound hand and foote with bands: and 
his face was bound with a napkin: and Teſus ſaid 
ynto them, Looſe him & let him goe, Now theſe 
three ſorts of corſes, are three ſorts of finners®, 
Layrus daugrter, lying dead in her fathers houſe 
reſembleth them that finne by inward conſent: 
the widowes ſonne, being caried outof the gate 
of the city, them that ſinne by outward aQ : La- 
zarus, hauing bin dead and buried foure daies, 
them that ſfinne by continuall cuſtome Þ, The 
firſt, was dead but one hower : the ſecond, but 
one day : the third fower daies; The young 
maiden lay ina bed : the young man, in a coffin: 
Lazarus, ina graue. For the firſt,Chrift couched 
her hand : for the ſecond,he touched the coffin : 
for the third, he touched nothing. Before their 
rayling vp; becauſe the maiden figured thoſe 
that finne, nor ſo muchin at as in conſent , he 
touched herhand which had binno great inftru- 
ment of any a&:becauſe the young man had fin- 


-nedin aR, but not in cuſftome, into which hee 


might haue fallen if he had liued longer, he

uently - he cryed with a lowde voice, Lazarus| 
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touched the coffin which kept him from cuſ- 
tome: becauſe Lazarus ſmelled hauing bin dead 
now fower daies, the firft day by conceiuing 
finne, the ſecond by conſenting ro finne , the 
third by aCting finne, the fourth by cotinewing 
in finne i, Chriſt couched him not at all. At the 
raiſing of the firlt; few were preſent, and they 


were charged alſo to make no wordes of it, that 
the maidenmight be leſſe ſhamed , which had 


ſinned for the moſt part but in c6ſenrt:at the rai- 
fing of the ſecond;much people of the city were 
preſent, and the thing was noiſed abroad farre 
and neare, that the young man nught be more 


aſhamed, which had ſinned alſo in aR:atthe rai- 
fing of the third; a huge number of Iewes were 
preſent, which ſaw his face bound with a napkin, 
to teſtifie the extreme confuſion and ſhame thar 
couered his face, & they looſed him themſclues 
and let him goe, being eywitneſſes of his ſerui- 
tude & flauery which bad finned ſo long by 
cuſtome, After their raiſing vp ; Iairus daughter 
ſtraight way aroſe and walked, becauſe for her 


that had ſept aſide but by conſenting to finne, 
it was eaſy to recouer, and to ariſe, & forthwith 
to walke in the way of Gods commandements : 
the widowes ſonne fat vp,began to ſpeake, was 
deliuered to his mother , becauſc for him that 
had aually committed finne, it was a harder 
marter to recouer,and therefore by lute and lit- 
ele he came to it &,firlt fitting vp, by raiſing vp 
himſelfe ro-a purpoſe of amendment}, then be. 
ginning to ſpeake,by confeſling his owne miſe- 


ry

ry and acknow!leding Gods mercy, laſtly being 
deliuered to his mother, by returning ts the bo- 
ſome of the holy Church, andenioying the re- 
miſhon of his finnes : Lazarus came foorth 
bound hand and foote with bandes,becauſe for 
him that had had a ftone Jaid ypon him !, and 
had made his heart as hard as a graue-ſtone or as 
a nether-milſtone by making a cuſtome and 
as jt were a trace of finneit was a matter vopol- 
fble to our thinking to recouer; only the omni- 
potent power of Chriſt could bring him foorth 
| bound hand and foote, and breake theſe bandes 
aſunder, and reſtore hum againe to the libertie 
of the ſonnes of God. For you muſt knowe®'that 
thirty years old he was when he was raiſed vp,8& 
thirty yeares more he lived afterhe had binrai- 
ſed yp. So that halfe his life he ſpent in fiane:the 
other halfe in repentance for ſinne, But I haue 
alittle forgot my ſelfe.Yet it will be no great 
fault, (right Honorable, and beloued in our 
Lord,) it it will pleaſe youto pardon it.I ſhould 
haue obſerued to you in the fult place, how 
Chriſt was earneſtly requeſted to raiſe 


& c6trariwife, how for thetwo firſt their freinds 
only wept?P;bur for the laſt, befides bis ſiſters and 
frends,Chritt alſo wept exceedingly9. Theſe are 
very important matters , and properly belong- 
ing tothe point in hand. For ſeeing the youug 
maiden by finning in conſent had lefſe offen- 


about her, but vpon intreatie of others : but the 
two 
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two laſt, the one an aQtuall, the other a cuſtom?” 
ble finner, which were ina more dangerous E- 
Rate, he came-to becing brought by the bowels 
onely of his owne mercie, and raiſed them vp * 
on ; & other fide, the two firſt hauing ſinned, 
the one in thought, the other in deede, did nor 
ſo much mooue Chriſt as Lazarus , which was 
growne to a cuſtorre in ſianing both waies; and 
therforc for the he was c6teur their friends only 
ſhould weepe, but for this laſt he wept and tro- 
bled his owne ſelfe very much. So that the fiſt 
he neither reſtored of his owne accord , nor yet 
wept for her:the ſecond he reſtored of his owne| 
accord, but wept not for him : thethird he both 
reſtored of his owne accord , and alſo wepr for 
him. Why ſo? The reaſon. is this. The young 
maidens {mne, the leſle it hazarded her owne 
ſoule, the leſle it grieued Chriſts ſoule,and ſo the 
| lefſe he had a care, either to cure it, or to rueit : 
the young mans finne, being neither ſo ſmall as 


rayſed him vp of his owne accord becauſe he 
was more then a finner in thoughr,and yer wept 
not for him becayſe he was lefle then a finner in 
cuſtome: Lazarus ſin,the more ranke and dead! 
it was,the more did it require the skill and loue 
of ſuch a Phiſition,as by his paſſion could mend 
it, & by his compaſſion would moane it. Where 
we muſt obſerue with Saint Auguſtine,that our 
bleſſed Sauiour did not take on thus grieuouſly, 
for himſelfe ſo much, or for Lazarus, as for vs. 
a groaned inthe ſpirit:he was troubled in him- 
: ſelfe 


che —_ nor ſo greatas Lazaruses, Chriſt 
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ſelfe:he wept: he groned againe: he lifted yp his 
cies:he prayed feruently : he cryed with a loude 
vyoyce . So that here he might well haue ſaid 
with Dayid;Iam weary of my groanings:and, / 
water my conuche with my teares, But wherefore did 
he groane thus, weepe thus, cry thus, pray thus, 
lift vp his cies thus, lift vp his yoyce thus? Saint 
Auguſtin telleth vs * . Wherefore, ſaijes he, did 
Chriſt weepe, bur to teach ys to weepe"?Where- 
fore did he groane and trouble himſelfe , but 
becauſe the faith of a chriſtian, diſpleaſfing him- 
ſelfe in his ſinnes, ſhould after a ſort groane in 
accuſing himſelfe for his finnes,thatlo at length 
the obſtinat cuſtome of his finning, might yeild 


2nd giue place to the violent force of his repen- 
ting? And a little before; Whats the cauſe, ſaies 
he,that Chriſt troubled himſclf®, but to fignific 
vnto thee, how thou oughteſt to be troubled 
when thou. art preſſed, and oppreffed with a 
dead weight of finnes! ?For thou haſt examined 
thy ſelfe, thou haſt found thy ſelfe guilty, thou 
haſt reaſoned thus with thy ſelfe; I have done 
ſuch or ſuch a thing , ,and.

Wherefore, dearechriſtiars, ifwe be 
in good health, ler ys be thankfull to God for it, 
& letys accoumpt it a ſpeciall bleffing without 
whichall worldly bleſſings are nothing, and ler 
vs vic it as allother good pifts of God to his 
gloric & the good of one an other, If contrari- 
wiſe it pleaſethe Lord at any time to viſite ys 
with ſicknes, let vs not in this caſe deſpaire nei- 
ther, Bur firſt, whatſoeuer other cauſes wee may 
conceaue, let vs ingeniouſly acknowledge one 
cauſe of our ficknes to be our finnes. For if wee 
would preuent the iudgements of god bytimely 


when theyare in health thinke of him that giueth 
health, therefore oftentimes they are ſick , and 
now and then alſo fall a ſlcepe 9.

malefators which-will not by gentle meanes 
confeſle their heinous crimes, are by racking _ 
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ſuch like tortures enforcedto confeſſe : ſo when 
orieuous ſinners can ſee no time to repent, God 
in bis juſtice, or rather indeedein his great mer- 
cie, doth as it were racke them vpon their couch 
with ficknefſes and bodily paines, that they may 
be conſtrained to confefle their finnes, and ſo 
may be freed of two ficknefles,their bodies fick- 
nes and their ſoules ſicknes both at once.O hap- 
pie, happie men are they , which when thy are
